We ‘find the following. paragraph in an 
eastern paper somebody sent in. It is a 
straw which shows which way the wind is 
blowing in ‘capitalistic circles: 

‘‘Some people will indignantly refnst to 
see it, but, in spite of all the resolutions 
that maybe adopted, the cutting out of 
wooden ship construction, the counter- 
manding of munition orders and all that 
eort of thing means an early recession of 
wage levels. Economic laws are inexor- 
able, and one of them is that the attrac- 
tion of gravitation will: not be repealed 
and that lifting with one’s bootstraps is 
not a stlf-operating process.’’ 

Why is the first wail that eqs nn Airet- 
ed at labor? Why is the robbing profiteer 
not trimmed down before labor is?
